THE FUTURE BOOKSELLERS OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Why should not the “ American Book Publishers’ Association ” 
accomplish a great work for posterity—for the future trade of our coun- 
try? Its present operations are confined almost exclusively to the con- 
duct and management of “ Trade Sales,” when by a simple organization, 


| it seems to me, a vast amount of good to the trade might be accom- 
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plished. From observation I have arrived at the conclusion that there 
is a great want of knowledge of books among the trade. Few, very few, 
dealers in books in this country have any real knowledge of their 
profession; and indeed very few have ever had opportunities for 
thorough acquaintance with books.- I presume that not one dealer in a 
hundred in this country can lay any claim whatever to that bibliograph- 
ical knowledge which all in the trade should possess. The advice of the 
bookseller is constantly required by thousands seeking for information in 
the various departments of knowledge, hence the importance of proper 
instruction. This is an evil peculiar to our country, and arises from 
the rapid growth and expansion of the trade here: the field is so 
wide, that young men avail themselves of opportunities to go into trade 
long before they have acquired the knowledge requisite for a profitable 
and intelligent management of business. In European countries, where 
opportunities for going into business are rare, and where young men are 
required to serve as apprentices till they arrive at their majority, they 
have sufficient time, and they are obliged to obtain the necessary in- 
formation to enable them to conduct business. With us, young men 
finish their education, go into trade, publish largely, - ie twenty- 
five cents on the dollar, and commence again in some distant city, 
all within the space of four or five years. There is probably no country 
in the world where books are sold so largely, in proportion to the num- 
ber of inhabitants, as in this country. The rapid increase of population, 
the growth of new states, the ample provision made in nearly all the 
states in land grants and otherwise for educational purposes, our 
free-school systems, our largely endowed universities in most of the 
states—are turning out annually consumers of books by their thousands 
and tens of thousands; the rapid ratio of increase is almost incredible : 
each five years brings forward its thousands of new graduates from e-m- 
mon schools and universities, all consumers of books to ten times the 
amouat of their predecessors. Who can estimate the increase of trade 
in this country during the next quarter of a century? How is this vast 
amount of business to be conducted? Is it to be left to ignorant adven- 
turers, to uneducated men, to novices, or can we now Jay the foundation 
for a more thorough training up of young booksellers? Can we offer 
inducements for young men to make their profession a study—give them 
the proper keys for unlocking the storehouse of book knowledge, and 
offer suitable rewards for those who are willing to study and acquit 
themselves creditably in the trade and honorably for the profession? I 
think we ought: and I believe it is the province of the “ American 
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Publishers’ Association” to accomplish this work. I will submit my 

plan for its accomplishment, and hope that some system may be adopted 

at once. 

1st.—Let the American Publishers’ Association so organize as to admit 
as members booksellers throughout the country, with an execu- 
tive committee composed of twenty-five members from all parts of 
the country, a majority of whom shall reside in New York for the 
purpose of transacting business, and have an ennual meeting during 
the Fall Trade Sale. Any bookseller may become a member by 
payment of $3 per annum, and shall be entitled to vote for officers 
and executive committee, to a copy of the Pusrisners’ Crecurar, 
and all other benefits of membership. 

2d.—A system of rewards shall be offered to meritorious booksellers’ 
clerks who shall have served at least seven years at the trade—five 
years in one house—and shall be able to pass an examination which 
shall embrace a knowledge of books, in all the various departments, 
based upon bibliographical works, such as “ Tribner’s Guide to 
American Literature,” “* Roorbach’s Catalogue,” and such European 
catalogues as may be deemed advisable. 

$d.—Awards may be made, or diplomas given, to any or all booksellers 
who shall have acquired such a knowledge of books as shall entitle 
them to the same after examination by board of examiners, which 
may be appointed by the executive committee in any city, composed 
only of members of the association. 

4th.—A fund accruing from annual memberships or life memberships, 
shall be created for the payment of necessary expenses. A diploma, 
engraved in superb manner, shall be awarded as the first prize to 
regular booksellers who shall apply for the same and pass the ex- 
amination required. A diploma and gold medal to the highest 
standard of excellence, for young clerks. A diploma only, to second 
class of applicants—for special knowledge in particular departments. 
The committee may award superb editions of works in this depart- 
nent. 

5th.—It shall be the duty of all members of the Associstion to urge 
upon their clerks the importance of endeavoring to obtain the di- 
ploma of the Association; and all members should offer to clerks 
having the certificate of character with the diploma, such extra 
salaries as shall render it really necessary for a book clerk in this 
country to have such diploma before he can obtain a respectable 
salary. 

6th.—All persons receiving diplomas with the examining committees by 
whom awarded shall be announced in the AmMerioaNn Pun.isuers’ 
CIRCULAR, 

I would suggest to the American Publishers’ Association the impor- 
tance of adopting some plan similar to the one here suggested, believing 
that it will do much for the trade, in stimulating our young men to 
acquire bibliographical knowledge, and ultimately benefit all parties. A 
really intelligent bookseller can sell twice as many books anywhere as 
one who is ignorant, hence it is to our pecuniary interest; and the satis- 
faction to all in the trade, that will be derived from a hearty desire to 
elevate the character of the profession, it seems to me, will induce all to 
aid, in any way possible, to accomplish so desirable an object. D. 
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LIBRARIES. 


From the Boston * Transcript.” 


It is readily admitted by all who have taken the pains to inquire, 
that in no country have libraries been formed so rapidly asin the United 
States, especially in New England. We have established a larger num- 
ber since we came into existence as a nation, than any other people of 
ancient or modern times within an equal period. This is an agreeable 
evidence of the progress we have made in civilization; for the expe- 
rience of the world shows that just in proportion as a people increase in 
intelligence will they inercase their public collections of books, ete. 
When civilization pauses so will the libraries. In other words, when 
intellectual progress is interrupted, a corresponding interruption is soon 
apparent in the accumulation of books. This cannot be fully illustrated 
within the compass of a newspaper article. But those who examine the 
histories of the Egyptians, the Hindoos, the Phoenicians, the Greeks and 
the Romans, will easily see for themselves, that each added to their 
stock of intellectual treasures, for the public good, according as they ad- 
vanced in civilization. 

In modern Europe the same facts present themselves in more obvi- 
ous forms. It matters not what country we turn to in the pursuit of 
our inguiry. For example, we perceive that no sooner did Spain begin 
to improve in intelligence on the accession of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
(not to go any farther back) than she began to found libraries and to 
enlarge those already established. This she continued to do until her 
civilization became stationary, or began to decline; so that the Spanish 
libraries were nearly as large and valuable in the time of Cervantes, 
Ereilla, De Vega and Quevedo, more than two_centuries ago, as they are 





at the present day. And thus will they continue with little change 
either until the nation begins to make new pregress in civilization an 
until some younger or more vigorous race—some modern Goths’ or 
Moors—step in and appropriate, carry away or destroy all. The sume 
remarks but slightly modified, will apply to the libraries of Portuga) to 
whose treasures comparatively little have been added since the time of 
Camoens, Gil Vincente and De Barros. 

If from the Tagus we turn to the Neva, we find that whenever a 
stride has been made in civilization in Russia, trom the time of Peter the 
Great to the present, one of its most obvious results has been the found- 
ing or enlarging of libraries. No other nation, save our own, has in- 
creased in importance so rapidly within the last half century ; and how. 
ever strange it may appear, certain it is, that the imperial library at St, 
Petersburg has added to its treasures in a corresponding ratio; so that 
if the empire of the ezars ranks among “the great powers” of the world 
the library of the czars has attained asimilar distinction among the great 
libraries. 

The same inseparable connection between civilization and the aceu- 
mulation of intellectual treasures is to be traced in each of the states of 
Italy. Where progress is at a stand still, as in Naples, the States of the 
Church, Florence and the Lembardo-Venetian Provinees, the libraries 
remain stationary ; indeed, in some instances, their contents have been 
diminished by thousands of volumes; whereas, in Sardinia, where eivi- 
lization continues to advance, not only are valuable additions made an- 
nually to the libraries, but there is scarcely a year but new ones are 
founded in different parts of the country. Thus while the contents of 
the libraries of Turin continue steadily to increase, Florence has a smaller 
aggregate of good books to-day than she had when her Dante, her An- 
gelo, her Machiavel, and her Galileo, confirmed her just claim to the 
title of the Athens of the modern world. 

If we cross the Alps and examine every State, from the Pyrenees to 
the mouth of the Niemen, and add Denmark and Sweden, we still find 
civilization and libraries going hand in hand, the latter indieating the 
activity or inactivity of the former, as faithfully as the mereury in the 
thermometer indicates the temperature of the atmosphere in which it is 
placed. Thus it is generally admitted thet France stands at the head of 
modern European civilization. In this respect no other country of the 
old world, save England, can pretend to rival her; and the best English 
writers continue to recognize her superiority. But in the number, ex- 
tent and value of her public libraries, no other country approaches her. 
The nine public libraries of Paris alone contain upwards of a million and 
a half of printed volumes; nearly as many as all those of Great Britain 
put together, and but little short of twice as many as those of the whole 
United States. Nor can it be said that the capital enjoys a monopoly 
in this respect, since of the libraries which contain 10,000 volumes and 
upwards, there are one hundred in the departments—382 in all, exclu- 
sive of those belonging to learned bodies. In 1853, the aggregate num- 
ber of volumes in the 109 Freneh public libraries, which include none 
containing less than 10,000, was 4,292,695; in the same year the aggre- 
gate of those of Great Britain, large and small, was 1,771,493 ; that of 
the whole United States being little, if any, more than 996,000 volumes, 

All the other states of Europe have many or few, large or sinall 
libraries, according to the progress they have made in civilization. Thus, 
Prussia has 44 public libraries, containing an aggregate of about 2,480,- 
000 voiumes; Austria, 49, with an aggregate of nearly 3,000,600; Ba- 
varia, 18, with an aggregate of 1,326,480; Russia, 12, with an aggregate 
of 1,236,480, ete. Those who have not travelled, but are wont to hear 
a good deal about the benighted condition of ‘despotisms,” are apt to 
think that, if there are fine libraries in those countries, they are only for 
the benefit of the few. This, however, is a very great mistake. “Not 
only are the principal libraries of France and Germany open to the pub- 
lic at large—to all who wish to avail themselves of the advantages which 
they offer—but, with few exceptions, the same may be said of those of 
Naples, Tuscany, Spain, Portugal and Russia. There is no person of a 
tolerably respectable appearance, let him come from where he will, who 
may not enter the best libraries of Paris, Vienna, Berlin, Madrid, Lis- 
bon, Florence, and St. Petersburg; and if, in any instance, he is not 
treated as courteously as he would be in the Boston ‘* Athensum” or 
the New York Society Library, (whose librarians are famous for their 
politeness, especially to strangers,) it will be the exception, not the 
rule. By all means, then, let us congratulate ourselves on the progress 
we have made in establishing those great intellectual temples.

Book Trade Sales in this city as far as their interest was concerned. Every 
Boston publishing house was represented, and an interchange of opinion 
upon the subject took place. : : 2 
Little, Brown & Co., occupied the chair, and W. H. Dennet, Esq., of James 
Munroe & Co., was chosen Secretary. 

There are now four annual Trade Sales, two of which are held in New 
York, and two in Philadelphia. It is proposed that but three be held in 
future, namely : one in New York, one in Boston, and one in Philadelphia. 

A resolution was passed, to the effect that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to take into consideration the whole subject of Trade Sales, their 
rules, terms of credit, when and where to be held, and that the committee 
confer with the Trade of Philadelphia and New York, and report the result 
to the chairman of this meeting in the month of May. 
Ticknor «& Fields; Flagg, of Little, Brown & Co. ; Perkins, of Phillips, Samp- 
son & Co.; Swan, of Hickling, Swan & Brewer; and Bazin, of Bazin & 
Ellsworth, were appointed upon the committee 

The Trade Sales are now in progress at Philadelphia, and will commence 
ia New York next Thursday. At their close the matter will be brought up 
by the Boston committee, which will probably meet one appointed for the 
purpose by the New York and Philadelphia Trade. 

With the large amount of capital that is invested in this business in 
Boston, exceeded by no other city except New York, and the market for 
books in New England, it certainly seems as if sufficient inducements could 
be held out to our Southern and Western dealers to attend at least one such 
sale here a year. We are pleased to see that a movemert has been made in 
this direction, and think that prompt and vigorous efforts upon the part of 
our booksellers to establish such sales will meet with success.—Commercial 
Bulletin. 

From the London Publishers’ Circular 

February, with its twenty-eight days, has produced nearly one hundred 
more new books and new editious than January with its thirty-one : so say 
our records of title-pages, and they must be correct, as the books themselves 
pass through our hands: this may be accounted for by the number of books 
that are published in the month of December, properly belonging to the new 
year. New editions, it will be seen, continue to predominate; our sum- 
mary, however, presents a few new books worth noting. 

In Literature, Science, and Art, we have Mr. Edwards’s long-promised 
two volumes of Memoirs of Libraries, a work upon which the author has 
been engaged upwards of twelve years; the two first volumes of Sir William 
Hamilton’s Works; Mr. Darling’s valuable contribution to Bibliographical 
Works of Reference, a Cyclopedia of Works on the Holy Scriptures,—the 
work comprehends an ample ludex to the texts and subjects of every work, 
from the earliest times, and in various languages; Paley’s Moral Philosophy, 
edited by Dr. Whately, uniform with his edition of Bacon’s Essays; the late 
Rey. Richard Jones's Literary Remains on Political Philosophy, edited by 
Dr. Whewell. 

An eight guinea original work is a rare publication in these cheap times, 
but Messrs. Blackwood and Sons present us with one this week,—The Ge- 
ology of Pennsylvania, a Government Survey, by Henry Darwin Rogers, 
State Geologist, and Professor of Natural History in the University of Glas- 
gow, in 3 vols. royal 4to. with portfolio of maps, ete. 

In Politics—Wraxall’s Armies of the Great Powers; Mill’s Thoughts on 
Parliamentary Reform; Austin’s Plea for the Constitution; and Bright’s 
Speeches at birmingham. 

In Natural History—M. Agassiz’s Essay on Classification; Things Worth 
Knowing about Horses, by Hieover. 

In History and Biography—A reprint of King Alfred’s History of the 
world, by Bosworth ; the First Volume of the Muniments of Guildhall, com- 
prising the Liber Albus, edited by Riley, in 8vo. ; a new Llistory of the 
United States of America, by Mary Howitt, in 2 vols., with illustrations ; 
Personal Memoirs of Charles IL, in 2 vols.; the First Volume of Lord John 
Russell’s Life and Times of Fox; and two volumes of Memoirs of the Court of 
George IV., by the Duke of Buckingham; and the Second Volume of Me- 
moirs by M. Guizot.

Those who take an interest in the poetical work of the great initiator of 
modern literature, Daute Alighieri—and they are numerous in Europe-—will 
learn, no doubt, with pleasure, that there have just been published The Com- 
mentaries of Francesco Buti on the Divine Comedy. These are lectures which 
that illustrious savant delivered, at the close of the 14th Century, in the 
University of Pisa, on the immortal verses of the Florentine poet. They are 
printed from a very correct copy of the Ricciardino Manuscript—a copy 
which a well-known admirer of Dante and a distinguished bibliophile, Lord 
Vernon, kindly offered to the publishers for the publication in question, 


Dr. Fischenbach, of Leipsic, Author of Travels in the East (1853), has re- 
cently returned from further researches, and it is said will shortly publish 
some highly interesting results; he brings home with him some important 
Greek MSS. illustrative of sacred history. 

The North China Herald states that a newspaper published at Shanghai 
in Chinese by the missionaries has attained a circulation of 700. The people 
bvy it week by week, paying cash, and each purchaser reads it aloud. The 
Chinese, it appears, are much interested in all local news, particularly police 
reports, 


M. Lepsius, the new corresponding member of the Academy of Inscriptions 
and Belles-Lettres, has just published at Leipzig, in a magnificent style, and 
at the high price of 15 thalers, his long expected work on the Chronol of 
the Egyptian Kings: this work, entitled The Book of Kings of the Ancient 
Egyptians includes synoptic tables of the history of the kings of Egypt 
anterior to the Greek series of names of all the kings and princes whq 
figure in the hiereglyphie inseriptions. 
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The following figures represent as nearly as can be ascertained without 
personal verification, the proportionate magnitude of the ten libraries which 
at present make claim to the possession of more than 300,060 volumes of 

rinted books:—The Bibliothéque Impériale at Paris, 800,000; British 

{rseum, 560,000 ; Imperial Public Library of St. Petersburgh, 520,000; Royal 
Library at Berlin, 500,000 ; Royal Library at Munich, 480,000 ; Royal Library 
at Copenhagen, 410,000; Imperial Library at Vienna, 365,000; University 
Library at Gottingen, 360,000; Royal Library at Breslau, 350,000; Royal 
Public Library at Dresden, 305,000. Within twenty-three years the British 
Museum Library has made such strides as to have attained the second place 
instead of the seventh on this list.—Hdinburgh Review. 


The publication of the Second Volume of M. Guizot's Memoir—a Memoir 
of the late Duchess of Orleans—and the Fourth and last Volume of D’Haus- 
sonville’s History of the Union of Lorraine to France, are advertised in Paris 
for the present week. 


Letters from Riga to the Havas agency state that the library of that city 
possesses an interesting manuscript from the hand of Haydn, to wit, the 
complete score of an opera-comique in Italian, “ L’Incontro improviso” 
(The unexpected meeting). This valuable manuscript was given tothe libra- 
ry by Prince Esterhazy, when he visited it in 1856, at the Emperor's corona- 
tion, It is known that Haydn was for twenty five years chapel-master in 
the Esterhazy family, and that during this period he composed pieces which 
never were printed, and are still to be found in the Esterhazy archives. Ac- 
cording to connoisseurs, the score now in possession of the Riga Library has 
considerable merit. 


The first Almanac in England was printed, at Oxford in 1673: “There 
were,” says Wood, “ near 30,000 of them printed,besides a sheet Almanack 
for two-pence that was printed for that year ; and because of the novelty of 
the said Almanac, and its title, they were all vended: its sale was so great 
that the Society of Booksellers in London bought off the copy for the future, 
in order to engross the profits in their own hands.”
